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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant has argued that Nicholls does not 
teach the use of multiple users, due to the fact that Nicholls discloses that each program runs on each computer and the information is 
entered on each computer. Therefore with Nicholls the method is performed on individual computers, and in the claims the method is 
performed on the central computer. However, Nicholls states that the logistics management system can be run on a variety of different 
platforms where only a portion of the software is installed locally on each system (Column 4, lines 8-15), and also goes on to disclose the 
system that facilitates the processing of shipping, and discloses the system employs a multi-tasking operating system for running a 
plurality of computer processes and discloses the system is located on the supervisory server. The examiner considers this to mean the 
system does all the processing for the shipping, not the individual comptuers. Therefore, the rejection stands as sted in the Final Office 
Action. 
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
